The Plain Dealer last Friday 111 an interesting and 


able editorial on Henry W. Watterson said that Heitry 
-.Watterson was "The last representative of the great era 
"of personal journalism in this country." 


We take it from thih that they meant that m common 


with Greeley and Dana. Henry Watterson expressed his 
own personal views without those view^ being affected 
by the attitude of the corporation or the jingle of the coin 
in the business office. 


The same editorial then suggests that the public 


long ago grew weary of personal journalism. We do 
not believe this to be the case. We do not believe that 
the public is weary of getting the honest and individual 
expression of a man through the public journal. 


We realize that journalism for the great part has 


changed, but in this respect we seriously doubt wheth- 
er it has changed for the better. 
Years ago the paper 


was not considered a great business institution. It w,i-> 
then, as a rule, more of a champion of the rights of the 
masses The one \vho conducted it might be mistake, n 
but the public at least knew that it was receiving the 
personal, unbiased, unbulldozcd views of the editor. 
The paper was simply the length and measure of the man 
behind it, and the paper became powerful because of 
that personality, because of the conviction. 


Today it is changed, particularly in the great metro 


politan papers. They are owned, not by individual a- 
a rule, but by corporations. 
Regardless of the owner 


ship, the standard by which they arc judged is the stand- 
ard of business success, the standard of income, the col 
umns of advertising, the bulk, the dividends. 


For the most part the editorial writers must conform 


themselves to the general rules and policies of the paper 
which must not interfere seriously with its business car- 
eer. This force^ the newspaper with all its high ideals, 
and most of them have these high ideals, to follow rather 
than lead. They take a position now when it is safe to 
do so. Xote the history of most of the great metropoli- 
tan joumals upon such questions as the liquor question. 


The people still want this personal journalism and 


the papers are forced by competition to furnish it. Hence 
they will have William Jennings Bryan write up the 
peace conference daily or a political convention. Tkcy 
will have H. G. Wells write his views and the people read 
them with avidity. They have Arthur Brisbane, with 
his striking and able personality, write his views. 


Formerly the personality was in the editorial col- 


umn, but now the average paper fears the effect of per- 
sonality and opinion backed by their own institution and 
insist upon editorials being, for the most part, colorless 
and insipid and discussing matters mostly remote from 
their field of action or else discussing them in a manner 
so that none may feel that there is any interference with 
their selfish plans.
